Although there has been some 
snow earlier in the season in the 
higher elevations, particularly in 
shaded places, the storm of Wed- 
nesday night and Thursday left the 
first real snow blanket of the year 
over the higher reaches of the Am- 
erican River canyon and the sum- 
mit. 

Reports state that the snow below 
Twin Bridges is wet, while that at 
Camp Sacramento and easterly to 
the summit is of the “fine flour” 
type. 

In some sections near the sum- 
mit, a total depth of thirty-six 
inches is reported, although the of- 
ficial measurement by the Division 
of Highways states there were 26 
inches total measurement of snow 
on the ground at the summit Fri- 
day morning. 

The snow extends westerly as far 
as the thirty-mile stone, with a 
depth of one and one-half inches 
at eight o’clock this morning at Ky- 
burz.

CREATE 2 SQUADRONS 


Roosevelt Backs Up Warning To Dictators By 
Creating Atlantic And Pacific Units While 


More Than 100 New Ships 


Are Being Built 


WASHINGTON, (UP) —President|ers and an unrevealed number of 


Roosevelt acted today to back up 
his warning to Europe's dictators by 
officially proclaiming a permanent 
Atlantic ocean defense squadron of 
35 warships. 

For the first time in years, th: 
United States fleet was divided in- 
to sections—Atlantic and Pacific 
fleets. Each will be charged with 
definite areas to safeguard against 
any possible encroachment from 
abroad on the western hemisphere. 

Plans for formation of the At- 
llantic unit were announced by the 
navy department last month, to be- 
come automatically effective as on 
Jan. 6. It was understood that Mr. 
Roosevelt already had signed what- 
ever orders for division of the fleet 
was necessary. 

The new Atlantic squadron ir- 
cludes four battleships, eight first 
class cruisers, sight of the newest 
type destroyers. 15 old type destroy - 


submarines and planes. 

High administration officials 1n- 
dicated that this was only the nu- 
cleus of a larger squadron to be es- 
tablished in the Atlantic within a 
year or so in connection with Mr. 
Roosevelt's decision to make this 
country the No: 1 sea power of the 
world. 

The $2,000,000,000 national de- 
fense program for military and for 
-emi- military projects submitted 
to congress by him yesterday, call- 
ed for early completion of an ad- 
ditional two battleships .two cruis- 
ers, eight destroyers, eight submar- 
ines, two seaplane tenders and one 
repair ship. 

The proposed two new battleships,

| quarters, will be 45,000 tons each— 
| the most powerful floating fort- 
resses ever launched.

SONS OF ITALY PROMISED 
PROSPERITY ON RETURN 
TO LAND OF BIRTH 


ROME, (\P}—Premier Benito Mus- 
solini has laid formal claim to some 
10,000,000 Italian-born persons set- 
tled in foreign lands whom he still 
considers Italian subjects. 

When the Duce came to power he 
immediately dammed the stream 
which annually poured hundreds 
of thousands of Italians into the 
four corners of the world. Today, 
after 16 years in power, Mussolini 
wants to change the course of that 


stream—he wants as many of these 
migrated Italians as possible to re- 
turn to the homeland. 

The creation of a new organ call- 
ed the Permanent Commission for 
the Repatriation of Italians Abroad 
was announced in mid-November. 
Its function is to facilitate the re- 
turn of those Italians who express a 
wish to come back to the land of 
their birth. 

Fascism promises these expatriat- 
ed Italians work and prosperity if 
they return.

Smuggling Mob Jailed 

In Gun Battle With 

Police, Customs Guards 
NEW YORK (UP) — Policemen, 


| disguised as criminals and aided by 


coast guardsmen and _ customs 
agents, sprang a trap on a smug- 
gling mob early today, capturing 
three men and seized $150,000 worth 
of opium after a gun battle on the 
Brooklyn waterfront. 

One policeman was wounded. 

The opium was brought here on 
the S. S. Ida, from Italy, and was 
transferred in the harbor to a 
launch at midnight during a rain 
storm. The smugglers thought 
their own men were aboard the 
launch but it was manned by police- 


-/men in disguise. 


The climax came an hour later 
when the policemen took the cans 
of opium to the pier and kept the 
rendezvous with the smugglers’ 
shore gang there to receive it. In 
setting the trap, the whole area had 
been surrounded with federal and 
city agents in cutters, launches and 
autombiles. Fifteen authorities took 
part in the gun battle and more 
than 100 shots were fired.

PHILADELPHIA, (lP) — This year
